COMMENTS ON STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

Sir: 

In the Office Actions dated December 1 8, 2002 and August 1 1 , 2003, the Examiner 
indicates: 

Yew et al. fail to teach or suggest the width of adhesive tape extends beyond the 
edge of the semiconductor substrate opening and edge of the semiconductor die. 
It is desirable to improve the ability to visually inspect for proper attachment of 
the semiconductor chip to the semiconductor substrate. 
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Yew et al. fail to teach or suggest a composition of the first adhesive differs from 
a composition of the second adhesive. The use of differing adhesives 
compensates for the disparity in thermal expansion values typically existing 
between semiconductor substrate and semiconductor chip. Accordingly, one of 
ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to modify the teaching of 
Yew et al. to meet the claimed limitation. 

Applicant concurs with the reasons as stated by the Examiner insofar as they comprise a 
summary, and are exemplary and not limiting. However, the independent claims as allowed 
include other and different language than that specified by the Examiner, and the allowed 
dependent claims include other and further features and elements. Accordingly, the scope of the 
claims must be determined from the literal language of each as a whole, as well as equivalents 



thereof. 
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
